Mina is officially in the running 
to be the next Orange County 
sheriff. 

Mina filed his paperwork 
Wednesday as an independent, 
according to the Orange County 
Supervisor of Elections website. 
He would be vying to succeed 
Sheriff Jerry Demings, who is 


running for mayor of Orange 
County. 

Mina was not available to 
comment Wednesday. However, 
his campaign said he will discuss 
his decision at a news confer- 
ence at 4 p.m. today in front of 
the Orange County Courthouse.
